Cleaning Neckwear

~«Ithoug.. there I8 no doubt that an ex-
pors's work on ostrich feathers I8 more
rellable, It the cleaning process must be
done ap home, the following explieit direc-
tions will prove helpful,

Prepare the soapsuds first, Shave & bar
of hard white or naphthi soap Into & sauce-
pan, pour a little bit of water over It, and
boll until just like jelly.

Now dilute, as you want to use the soup
with soft warm water. Pour into the wash-
bowl, and Immerss your boa In thie. Allow
It to soak for 10 or 15 minutes. Draw it
through the hands geéntly, pressing out the
dirty suds as you do so. FRun off the solled
witer and rinse in water of the same tem-
perature, Draw through the hands again to
squeegs out the surplus wagker, Repeat the
process until the boa Is quite clean. You
can tell this by the water thut comen off It
Pin the ends of the boat to n clean white
towel and hang up to dry. Shake frequently
while drying, or shake untll dry before n
fire. This makes the boa fMuffy,

M. C. D—Hardy Phlox planta can be
bought for 15 to 20 cents ench except In
the camns of mome of the more recently In-
troduced and henee rarer varletles, TFor
the amatenr gardener the standnrd ports
at about $2 per dozen are wightly and
expansive enough. The Albloh s a pure
white with & faint red eye, The Frau
Antonn Buchner 18 a fine white Immenses
trusses of flowers and a dwarf habit, The
Henry Murger and the Brideamaid are
whites with erimson and carmine eyes of
pronounced hus. A border foaturing thesa
would he attractlve and distinetive. Of
the reds and pinks there are the Afrion,
earmine  with darker center; Profesaor
Virchow, n bright carmine overlald with
briiliant orange scarlet; Mme, Paul Dut-
tvle, rose color, large flowers in immenss
trunses ; Selma, pale rose; Rhinelander, a
lovely soft snlmon plnk. FPlant phlox about
18 Inches apart in a well dralned and onre-
fully prepared ground. Cut oft the flower
hends immediately after bloom and there
will be continuous blossoming.

Spray for Rose Lice

Keeping Larkspur Abloom

Emma S.—Delphinlum or larkspur may
be kept In virtually continuous bloom by
cuttirug the plants that have borne clone
to the ground after ench flowering season.
Dig In n few tablésepoonfuls of ground
bona meal about each plant when the cut-
ting Is done. You will be able to have a
second and possibly a third crop.

Several Problems

Charles Tewnld—Thera must be sRome-
thing about your soll that produces the ef-
fect you demcribe. I think the best thing
to do would be to send a couple of anmples
of the soll to the Department of Agricul-
ture, Harrisburg, for annlyeis. Thers I8 no
charge for this service. O hand, from your
description, I would say that your soll la
too damp and has a tendency to moldi-
negs,  For the white spots of mildew on
phlox and other plants It might be efMea-
clous to sprinkle the affected plants with
powdered sulphur.

Power of Sprays

The Bordeaux mixtures are nccording to
a standard formula. The usunl proportion
for various treem are printed on the pack-
ages, The firm where ynu bought yours is
perfectly reliable, For use on flowers you
would have to use a conslderably smaller
strength. Possibly you have swprayed your
flowers too much with the solutions. Gen-
erally speaking, n lovel teaspoonful of mix-
ture to a quart of water 15 right for treea
and about half that strength should bae
strong enough for flowers.

Salsify
